Satirical 
anti-Jackson piece lamenting the President's stand on banking issues. 

2.1834 HARD TIMES TOKEN LOW-8 EF40+. Choice glossy light brown. LDS with 
rim cuds on both sides. A very choice example. 


MINT STATE LOW 33 

3.1837 HARD TIMES TOKEN LOW-33 MS60++. Very close to MS63. Frosty light 
steel brown with at least 30% slightly faded mint red remaining. Would 
be a solid MS63 except for some tiny water spots on the obverse. A variety 
that's difficult to find this nice. 


4.1837 LOW #107 HARD TIMES TOKEN R2 VF30. Glossy medium brown 
Advertising token for the Henry Anderson Boot and Shoe Store, New York 
City. 

5. 1837 HARD TIMES TOKEN LOW-110 EF40. Glossy light steel brown. Dull 

rim nick at star 13. Centre Market, NYC. 

6. 1837 LOW #111 HARD TIMES TOKEN R1 VF30. Nice glossy choc brown. 
Centre Market, NY. 

7.1837 LOW #112 HARD TIMES TOKEN R2 VF35. Glossy light brown. 
Advertising token for H. Crossman, umbrella manufacturer. New York City.

10.1785 NOVA CONSTELLATIO COPPER, BLUNT CONCAVE RAYS, CROSBY 1-B, BREEN 
1110 VG8. Sharpness VG10 with some rim nicks, none serious. Glossy steel 
brown. Scarce type with constellatio missing an L. LDS. 
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11.1785 NOVA CONSTELLATIO COPPER, BLUNT POINTED RAYS, CROSBY 4-D, BREEN 
1113 VG10. Sharpness F15 with lightly granular surfaces. Dark olive with 
lighter brown highlights. Scarce variety. 




12.1785 CONNECTICUT M3.4-F. 2 F12 . Sharpness VF20 with lightly corroded 
surfaces. ET LIR variety. Somewhat glossy dark olive and reddish 
chocolate. Nicer than Taylor:2307 as VF20. 

13.1785 CONNECTICUT M3.1-A.3 VG8 . Glossy 2-tone chocolate and lighter 
brown. A few tiny planchet voids on the obverse keep this from a higher 
grade. Scarce variety. 

14.1787 CONNECTICUT M. 4-L VG7 . Glossy medium brown with nice surfaces . 
LDS with warped dies and the horned bust quite bold. 

15.1786 NEW JERSEY M24-P VG10. Dark chocolate and tan, possibly cleaned 
long ago. The date is faint but all the other devices are very clear. LDS 
with a small cud at K-7 on the reverse. 
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NICE RUNNING FOX NEW JERSEY M.78dd 

16.1788 NEW JERSEY M78-dd VG10+. Glossy medium brown. Choice planchet 
except for a tiny clip left of the date and some tiny planchet voids on 
the reverse. Very LDS. The running fox rev.

17.1794 C-3a R5 G6. Sharpness VG8 or slightly better where fully 
struck, but the planchet is relatively thin at the lower left obverse and 
upper left obverse, with resulting weakness in those areas. There is a 
small planchet crack in the rim below the bust, some minor roughness in 
the field before the face, and a few shallow planchet flakes on the cap 
and below the lowest curls. Nice glossy chocolate brown. Breen state I. 
Ex. Jack Robinson:1864. 


18.1794 C-4a R2+ FR2. The obverse is near AG3 with a full date; 
the reverse is BS1 with about a third of the design faintly visible. Smooth 
glossy steel brown. Just honest wear.

porous surfaces. There is a dull dent left of the lowest curl and a pair 
of dull old scratches near the cap. Reddish chocolate with light brown 
highlights. The date is weak but visible and all the other details are 
clear. Breen state II. 

20.1797 C-2 R3 FR2+. Sharpness G4 with a dent over the head and 

a pair of dents in the central reverse. The full date and most of the legend 
are readable. Glossy medium brown. Probably struck on a cut down TAL or 
spoiled cent planchet, now weighing 94.7 grains. Early die state.

Sharpness VF35 with some minor roughness 
on both sides. Recolored an uneven mix of dark choc and light tan. Breen 
state XIV late, Braig state 9.0 with the internal cud on top of 0 in OF. 
A rare die state. 


27.1804 C-9 R2 VG8. Uniform chocolate brown. Breen state V late 
with the cud break at RTY. 

28.1805 C-4 R2 VG8. Sharpness F12+ with some light scratches 
on the obverse, mostly at the neck and right field. Glossy chocolate and 
steel. Breen state V. 

29.1806 C-l Rl F12. Sharpness VF25 or a bit better with some 
short light scratches in the right obverse field. Glossy chocolate and 
steel.

44.1828 C-2 R2 EF40. Glossy medium brown with some frosty tan 
in protected areas.

46.1828 C-3 R1 EF40+. Sharpness AU50 with some very fine hairline 
scratches on the obverse. Frosty medium brown and tan.Breen state II late.

48. 1829 C-l Rl AU55. Frosty light brown with a few areas of 

darker olive toning on both sides. Breen state V with reflective fields 
from freshly lapped dies.

U. Glossy light brown with lots of frost in protected areas. Breen state

50.1832 C-3 R2 EF45+. Frosty medium brown with blue steel overtones. 
Breen state II. Sharp and attractive. 

51.1834 C-l Rl EF40+. Sharpness EF45 with a tiny rim nick at R 

in AMERICA and a touch of light roughness below the wreath. Frosty light 
steel brown. Breen state II with the .clashmarks strong.

52.1836 ELECTROTYPE COPY OF THE PROOF ORIGINAL HALF CENT. A sharp 
uncirculated example with at least 50% "mint " red remaining. A high- 
quality electrotype with just a few traces of base metal bleeding through 
the copper. 



53.1842 ELECTROTYPE COPY OF THE PROOF ORIGINAL HALF CENT, LARGE BERRIES 
REV. Another above average uncirculated copy with about 50% "mint" red. 
A very sharp electrotype with just a trace of base metal bleeding through 
at B in LIBERTY. Very deceptive. 

54. 1849 C-l R1 F15. Sharpness VF25 with a light hair-line scratch 
on the neck, a dull rim nick over star 6, and a rim nick over TA in STATES. 
Recolored glossy reddish brown with nice tan highlights. Breen state II 
early with sharp strike doubling on the entire date and all the stars. 

55.1850 C-l R3 AU50. Sharpness AU55 with a short light scratch 
over star 1. Golden tan and light olive with a few tiny darker spots on 
the reverse. Breen state I with hard slightly reflective fields. 

56.1850 C-l R3 VF30+. Glossy light brown. Breen state I with sharp 
strike doubling on the entire date, most stars, the nose, lips, and bust. 
This is the strongest doubling I've seen on the date of an 1850. 
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57.1851 C-l Rl AU55. Frosty light to medium brown with a small 
spot of dark toning in the dentils over T in UNITED. There is strong strike 
doubling on the coronet, forehead, nose lips, chin, bust, LIBERTY, stars 
1-10, and the obverse dentils at star 8 to below the date. This is the 
strongest doubling I've seen on a coronet half cent. Breen state II late. 



58.1853 C-l Rl MS63+. Frosty light steel brown with 50% bright 
original mint red remaining, mostly on the reverse. Breen state II with 
many fresh die lapping lines in the fields on both sides. A common variety 
but very difficult to find with this much original mint red. In an NGC 
slab graded MS64RB. 



59.1853 C-l Rl MS60+. Frosty steel brown with hints of blue steel 
overtones and traces of faded mint red on both sides. Sharp early die state 
with repunching visible on most stars, fine die polishing lines in the 
fields on both sides, and crisp dentils. A nice piece with all details 
fully struck.

60.1793 S-6 R3 BS1. The obverse is fair 2 with the date worn 
off; the reverse is nearly slick with just a few details visible. Choice 
glossy chocolate brown. No problems,just honest wear. 

61.1794 S-44 R1+ AG3. The obverse is close to G5 with a clear 
date; the reverse is fair 2 with about 20% of thedetails visible. Glossy 
steel brown. Smooth and problem free. LDS. 

62.1794 S-58 R3 G4. Sharpness a bit better with a few light 
hairline scratches on both sides. Choice glossy light brown. The date is 
strong. 

63.1794 S-60 R3+ AG3. Sharpness a few points better with a few 
light scratches on the obverse and some minor porosity on both sides. 
Glossy light brown with a clear date. 

64.1794 S-71 R2 VG10. Sharpness VF25 with some fresh scratches 
around the date. Steel brown and chocolate with microscopically granular 
surfaces. MDS with crack from cap through LIBE. 

The obverse is AG3 with the date and LIBERTY 
easily readable; the reverse is BS1 with just a few faint details visible.

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69.1796 S-108 R3+ AG3 . Glossy dark chocolate and olive. The obverse 
is a bit better; the reverse is weaker. 

70.1796 S-lll R5- FR2. The obverse sharpness is G4 with a clear 

date and LIBERTY; the reverse is nearly slick with just a few faint details 
visible. The rim is bent left of LIBERTY and there are 3 rim dents on the 
reverse. Somewhat glossy dark olive fields with lighter brown highlights. 

71.1797 S-120b R2 G6. Sharpness F12 or a bit better with some 

light scratches on the obverse and dark uniformly granular surfaces. 
Slightly glossy very dk olive. The gripped edge is clear.

Dark chocolate with medium brown 
highlights. There are some contact marks on both sides consistent with the 
grade, strongest being a dig at IT in UNITED. The upper obverse and lower 
reverse are weak, but the date is strong.

Sharpness a point or two better with a pair 
of digs on the lower part of the wreath. Dark olive with medium brown 
highlights. 

74.1797 S-134 R3+ AG3+. Sharpness VG8 but dark olive with lightly 
corroded surfaces. MDS. 

75.1797 S-140 R1 AG3 . Sharpness VG8 with lightly corroded surfaces 
and a rim bump at U in UNITED.

Sharpness a bit better, especially on the 
reverse, with lightly corroded surfaces. Somewhat glossy very dark steel.

LDS with 
the cobweb clashmarks clear. A nice cent in spite of the minor rim bruises . 

101.1802 S-230 Rl F15+. Close to VF20. Nice glossy medium brown 
and chocolate. M-LDS. Just a few minor contact marks on the reverse away 
from choice. 
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102.1802 S-231 R1 F15. Glossy chocolate brown. There are light 

rim blimps at IC and below the fraction, neither serious. MDS with the 
obverse die slightly misaligned to K-6. Stemless wreath variety. 

103.1802 S-232 R1 G6. Choice glossy light to medium brn. LDS 

with the cud at ATE. 

104.1802 S-235 R3+ G6. Smooth glossy dark choc and steel. Scarce 
early die state before the break over RTY. 

105.1802 S-235 R3+ G6. Fairly glossy dark olive with light brown 

highlights. MDS. 

106.1802 S-237 R2 VG10. Sharpness F12 with some light hair-line 

scratches on the obverse and two rim nicks on the reverse. Nice glossy 
chocolate brown.

corroded surfaces. MDS. 

111.1803 S-245 R3 VG8 . Choice glossy chocolate brown. M-LDS. Smooth 
and nearly mark-free.
